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REPLY TO ACTION OF SEPTEMBER 10, 2003 

In reply to the Office Action of September 10, 2003, Applicant submits the following 
remarks. 

The examiner has rejected claims 13, 14, 24-26 and 27-40 under obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 6, 12, 19 and 27 of U.S. Patent 6,312,605. The 
applicant filed a terminal disclaimer on July 22, 2003 in order to obviate the double patenting 
rejection. 

The examiner argued that the terminal disclaimer of July 22, 2003 did not comply with 
37 CFR 1.321(b) and/or (c) because, 'The person who signed the disclaimer has not stated the 
. extent of his/her interest, or the business entity's interest, in the applicant/patent. See 37 CFR 
1.321 (b)(3)." In paragraphs 2 and 3 of the terminal disclaimer, the undersigned states, "The 
undersigned has reviewed all the documents in the chain of title of the above-identified 
application and to the best of undersigned's knowledge and belief, the application is not assigned 
and thus, title is in the name of William Kerfoot, the inventor. The undersigned is empowered to 
act on behalf of William Kerfoot (emphasis added)." Therefore the terminal disclaimer clearly 
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complies with 37 CFR 1.321(b) and/or (c) and obviates the double patenting rejection of claims 
13, 14, 24-26 and 27-40. A copy of the terminal disclaimer is attached herewith.
